This 
was the first slep. It was in the first 
business ol^ the convention that Quay 
showed his strength and his ability to 
control the machine. When the con- 
vention opened the Hastings men 
placed in nomination for the tempo- 
rary .chairmanship, Henry Hull, of Pitts- 
burg, and the Quay men named J. Rob- 
inson, of Delaware. 
Robinson was 


elected byavote'of 163 2-3 to 1331-3, 
and the election was made unanimous. 


Quay moved to instruct the com- 


mittee to report Governor Hastings 
for permanent chairman and the mo- 
tion carried. 


A resolution was unanimously car- 


ried to elect the state chairman by the 
convention instead of being chosen by 
the candidate as heretofore. 


Congressman Stone then placed Quay 


in nomination for chairman of the 
Republican state committee. 


On motion of B. F. Gtlkeson who 


said he withdrew in the interest of 
harmony the election of Quay was 
.made unanimous. 


Quay offered a resolution condemning 


the use of money in politics and in 
favor of honesty and efficiency in all 
public service.

In fact, while our consular system is 
much derided at home, it is held up as 
a model iu lircut Britain. Ami the 
eoinplimenls do not come from tyros 
but from the best commercial authori- 
ties of the 1'nited Kingdom. No one 
euu read the monthly publications of 
consular reports on foreign trade with- 
out perceiving i-hat our commercial 
representatives abroad are doiuvr good 
work. The English papers are con- 
stantly publishing extracts from these 
reports for the benefit of their own 
business interests. This is a }jood and 
sufficient answer to the home attacks 
on our consular representatives. Tliere 
are- black sheep anioncr them undoubt- 
edly, but the consular corps as a whole- 
is a good one.

The chances are that a one-time ad- 


vertisement, or a very small advertise- 
nout, will not pay. It is only continu- 
ous, persistent effort, and effort that is 
strong enough to make an impression, 
,hat will be found adequately profita- 
ble. 


Once in a while' the one-time adver- 


tisement on a special occasion will 
bring good results, but.not one time in 
u hundred, unless the advertiser has 
been fairly well advertised in the com- 
munity before. 


If the pier of a bridge is to be built 


in the middle of a river, the builders 
commence by sinking stones for the 
foundation. If they dropped the first 
stone and quit because they could not 
see it, the pier would never be built. 


If they dropped a dozen stones, one 


on top of the other, and quit before the 
pile is big enough to stick out ol! the 
water, they would lose their time and 
their stones. 


But if they go on, put in a good solid 


foundation and build up from that, 
they will in time raise a pier that will 
be strong and permanent, and that will 
hold a, useful aud necessary bridge. 


It is just so with advertising. The 


first ads, you drop iu only ssrve. as a 
foundation—they do not serve as any- 
thing if you do not drop in enough of 
them—but if you keep on piling one on 
top of the other, in the end you will 
have :v pier which will sustain the 
bridge of business all the rest of your 
life. 


The water of competition will waste 


away some of the stones, and they will 
have to be replaced, but, once the pier 
is built the repairs will not be very ex 
pensive.

In the Chimney of a Frame Cottage 


in An Indianapolis Suburb.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug-. 28.—In the 


chimney of a. little frame cottage stand- 
ing at some distance from the other 
residences of Irving-ton, a suburb of 
this city, detectives Tuesday morning' 
found the charred bones of little How- 
ard PietzeL, one of the-Holmes victims. 
The find was the reward of a long arid 
persistent search by Detective Geyer, 
of Philadelphia, who came hero six 
weeks ago and has been working ever 
since on the theory that young Pietzel 
had been killed here.

• 


Tuesday he and. Inspector Gary 


found the empty cottage at Irvington, 
which had been occupied by a man an- 
swering Holmes' description, and a 
little boy early last October. 


They began a search and soon found 


a large stove and the "black trunV 
in which it-had been supposed that the 
body had been shipped away. Further 
search was rewarded by the finding of 
a number of charred bones, together 
with the buttons from the boy's over- 
coat. Evidently the child had been 
murdered in the house and his body 
cremated there. The two came to the 
house together and were seen about 
the place for a week, when both dis- 
appeared and nothing had since been 
heard of them. 


After the detectives left the Irving- 


ton house Tuesday evening, Dr. J. F. 
Barnhill, one of the former owners of 
the house continued the investigation 
begun by the officers, and a thorough 
search of the house was made; In a 
chimney were found charred bones 
which Dr. Barnhill says there can be 
no doubt are those of a human body. 
Pieces of the skull were found which 
le layi ara of a boy of about the age 
of Howard Pietzel, thi* fact b»inr 
judged by the thickness of the skalL 
Pieces of the femur and other bonea 
were also found. 
After bringing forth 


from 'the chimney enough of the re- 
mains to satisfy himseli there can be 
no ' mistake, Dr. Barnhill came to 
this city and" made 
known the 


facts 
to 
Detective 
Geyer. 
The 


latter said there was no use digging 
further in eearch of the remains as it 
was evident the chimney contained the 
object of their search. Wednesday all 
the deposit of the chimney xvill be re- 
moved and a careful search of it made. 
The doctor had not fully examined all 
the contents of the chimney, but of 
the debris brought further to light he 
said: ''The first and most characteris- 
tic discovery is the piece of skulL 
It 


can be recognized as a piece of skull. 
We have the sutures as I have said. 
They are very sharp and pointed, 
characteristic of a human skull. Both 
plates of bone are well represented. - 
This is a human skull for the reason 
that the sutures are more developed 
as to the spine than those of any other 
animal. 


"There is also a piece of the femur. 


Although it is fearfully charred we 
find all the characteristics of human 
bone, the smooth outer surface that 
bas been covered by periosteum. The 
animal parts are all burned out. 


"There is also here a piece of bone 


that I would judge to be a part of the 
pelvis. 


"The chimney was full of remains.. 


There is a piece of rib in the handfull 
that I brought out. Besides the bones, 
I took fn>m the chimney portions of a 
Lrunlc, a trunk buckle, and a corner 
protection strip. 
These correspond 


with the iron pieces of a trunk that 
were found under the porch by the de- 
tectives Tuesday afternoon. 


"There is also the remains of a tin- 


type photograph. It is perfect as to 
shape and thickness, but the likeness 
s burned out. 


"In my opinion the circumstantial 


ividence that these are the remains of 
a victim of H. H. Holmes—and proba- 
bly those of the Pietzel boy—is conclu- 
sive. The peculiar manner in which 
this man rented the house, the story 
he told in regard to his sister, the fact 
that two or three persons positively 
dentified the pictures of Holmes and 
of the boy, Howard Pietzel, the sudden 
3isappearance of the man and now the 
discovery of these remains, together 
with the resemblance to the methods 
of Holmes in all other cities, make a 
Certain case." 


Detective Geyer and Inspector Gary 


made a second visit to Irvington Tues- 
day. The chimney was carefully re- 
ieved of its strange burden, and in ad- 
dition to the find previously reported 
sight teeth were discovered, together 
tvith a fragment of the jaw. to which 
several of them fitted. The teeth were 
,hose of a boy 9 years old, as asserted 
by Dr. J. Q. Byron, a dentist, who 
formed part of the group.
